The question arose: Is Neu! mere noise? Maybe so. But, Dinger and Rother are sincere sonic 
craftsmen— NEU! is controlled and the tact required of each contemporary’s paraphrase is 
evidence of each cut’s meticulous construction. They’re not just waxing electronic for the sake 
of modular synthesis. 


NEU! operated on the fringes of progressive musicianship, their thrust laying at some 
impossible node of polarity, and fueled by their rawest emotional proclivities. Choosing to 
eschew melodic niceties, even the most recognizable of NEU’s work, namely lead single 
“Hallogallo,” remixed and reimagined by Stephen Morris (Joy Division, New Order) and Gabe 
Gurnsey (Factory Floor), requires an acquiescence of the ears to embrace the electronic-music- 
revelation bundled at the core of the track. As the gateway into NEU’s debut record, 
“Hallogallo” essentially invented krautrock, and, as is true of the NEU tenor, the Morris/Gurnsey 
remix doesn’t coddle the cut—the remix transforms the 10-minute crescendo into a much 
punchier dance hall hit whilst maintaining the metallic flourishes idiomatic of their spacey, 
electronic sound. 


NEU! Further collaborates with electro-psych outfit Guerilla Toss on an original track “Zum 
Herz” that grounds the project with unlikely melodic deftness, warbling onwards in a never- 
ending compression chamber of fuzzed-out synth. The covers resume with Fink’s take on 
“Weissensee” which retains the original watery expanse that floats over some synthesized bass 
drone, but saddles what once a great levity with a crunchier modular texture. “Im Gluck” as 
realized by The National creates a similar dint, intensifying the original's watery warble with 
terse drum machines and a mechanic timbre. 


It appears the new generations of arbiters of the underground are back with more cutting that 
their forefathers.

What’s the Deal? A Summer Bookended by Longing 
Talia Traskos-Hart 


On a warm evening in early June, I drove with friends to Boston for a Pixies concert. There, we 
found solidarity in a sea of fifty-something-year-olds with whom we shared a youth shaped by 
the opening lyrics and chord progressions of songs such as Hey, Debaser, and Wave of 
Mutilation. 


Later that weekend, I received an excited text from the same friend and Pixies fanatic who had 
excitedly run up to me in the dining hall months earlier proposing we go to the Boston concert. 
She had found even cheaper tickets to see Pixies again at the end of their tour. And so we 
planned to meet again in New York at the end of summer. 


Much of the appeal of attending the repeat concert was the joy of seeing Pixies live the first time 
around—the awestruck sense of being feet from a favorite band, close enough to see their 
dynamic and hear their jokes. 


But there was also a sense of something missing in the first concert that we hoped to find in the 
second—favorite songs not played, car keys clumsily dropped mid-song, and balcony seats 
where we couldn’t dance lest disrupt the view of older, calmer listeners in the rows above us. 


What was missing most of all was Kim Deal. The band’s original bassist, Deal left the group to 
form The Breeders, who found mass success under her creative direction. Some of Pixies’ most 
memorable songs seem entirely Deal’s doing. Gigantic, for example, is all bass and high, airy 
singing—Deal’s musical modus operandi. And so a Pixies concert is irreparably incomplete 
without her. 


In her absence, one comes to more fully appreciate everything Deal was. She opted not to take 
her husband’s last name, instead poking fun at the tradition in taking the stage name Mrs. John 
Murphy in early recordings. She came to concerts straight from secretarial work and performed 
in flats and slacks. Most of all, she crafted the basslines that make Pixies’ best songs what they 
are. Any woman or bassist or rock lover is only sane to long for Deal and to love her even more 
in her absence. 


To cherish Deal is not to undermine the musical skill of Paz Lechantin, Pixies’ new bassist, most 
memorable in my mind for her fiddle-playing on Silver Jews’ Tanglewood Numbers. But perhaps 
what my friends and I really wanted was a Pixies concert thirty years ago. Perhaps some things 
are best in their prime. 


Deal declined to take part recording later Pixies albums, noting that even the best bands have 
their moments. 


“Maybe I’m an elitist, but I don’t feel like I am,” she explained of her choice. 


Here’s to musical elitism, then, even if it disadvantages those of us too young to have heard 
Gigantic in concert. We can deal with it, and the longing may bring us new idols.

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Urging Bowdoin to switch to an eight day week ! 


The weekend Is just too short! But a four-day workweek is a pipe dream-- we're all 
pragmatists here. That's why Bowdoin College should transition to an eight-day week 
with a three-day weekend, every week. We haven't fully done the math, but we're 
guessing this would give us about 45 weeks every year, maybe with some change. 
Presumably this would make keeping track of the months trickier, but if we can handle 
leap day, this too we shall overcome. 


We recognize that there are some practical concerns. For one, we'd have to name the 
new day of the week, something that hasn't been done in a while, we assume (we have 
not googled it). But within like two minutes of spit-balling we came up with multiple(!) 
viable options, such as "Newday" and "More-weekend-day" and "Thirstier-than- 
thirsty-Thursday-day." If we spent like half an hour, we'd come up with something we 
could turn in. If worst came to worst, we could just name it after whoever donates the 
most-- if alumni think getting a building named after them is cool, just wait till they 
find about getting a day named after them! Let's burn that bridge when we get there. 


And there are very legitimate concerns about making allowances for religious observations 
and childcare. If Bowdoin decides to move to an eight-day week, we would sit down witha 
planner and really make sure we get that right. For instance, it’s possible the days would 
have to rotate so that people would be able to attend Church or observe the Sabbath 
every seven days, despite being on an eight-day schedule. 


Would this make it difficult for our sports teams to schedule games with other schools? 
We're not sure, but we trust our student-athletes to handle a couple of logistical 
complications. Hey, maybe an opposing football team might not show, and we steala W. 


And there are deep practical benefits beyond the additional time to sleep, recuperate, and 
catch up on work. Eight is far more divisible than seven (which is a prime number for any 
humanities students reading this). This will reduce confusion around what "half a week" 
means. We are absolutely certain there are other practical benefits, but they are not 
coming to mind. If you find any others, feel free to email them to us. 


It's true that this would be an unusual move, but Bowdoin is an unusual school! We claim 
to be a leading liberal arts college-- this would be the definition of leading by example. This 
would be the biggest step forward in time-keeping procedures since George Hudson 
invented daylight savings (it was NOT Ben Franklin-- we did google that-- that's just a 
common misconception). People would talk about the Gregorian calendar, the Julian 
calendar, and the Bowdoin calendar. Imagine the brochures!
